OUR LONDON LETTER. 


Тне Marquis of Hartington has been the political 
lion of the week in the City of London, the 
Corporation of which has honoured itself in pre- 
senting the Freedom of the City to the noble 
Lord. The Lord Mayor has never offered the 
hospitality of the Mansion House to a more 
unselfish statesman than Lord Hartington. The 
hard-headedness which Mr. John Bright praised 
in him when he warmly recommended his 
Lordship as the temporary Leader of the 
Liberal Party on the retirement. of Mr. 
Gladstone some fourteen years ago was 
signally displayed when he made his firm stand 
against the impracticable Irish Home Rule plan 
ot the ex-Premier. Dispassionately viewing his 
policy since then, I frankly own there has been 
much to admire in his steadfast and firm ad- 
herence to what he regarded as a right principle, 
despite the obloquy heaped upon him. Тһе 
brother of Lord Frederick Cavendish might fairly 
be supposed to have strong claim on the for- 
bearance of the most perfervid of Irishmen. Не 
has over and over again admitted his readiness 
to extend the largest measure of local self- 
government to Ireland compatible with the strict 
maintenance of the union with Great Britain. 
That, I take it, is still the animating principle 
of the policy of the Liberal Unionists, of whom 
Lord Hartington is the Leader, by Mr. 
Bright and Mr. Chamberlain, Sir Henry James and 
Mr. Findlay, Mr. T. W. Russell, and many other 
undoubted Liberals. The aim of Mr. Gladstone 
being the same, one doesn’t see why existing 
differences should not be removed, and this vexed 
question of Irish administration be arranged on 
the rational basis of the Local Self-Government 
Bill for England and Wales.

ST. PAUL'S NEW REREDOS. 


Ir is well that Londoners should be reminded of 
the magnificent spiritual temple we have in our 
midst, and that the Bishop and Canons of 
London should be stimulated into activity in 
order to make St. Panl’s Cathedral the centre of 
a living Christianity, which shall regenerate the 
City and completely abolish Misery from this 
vast Metropolis of unrivalled Riches and appall- 
ing Poverty. It is a scandal alike to the Church 
and the People that the noble monument of Sir 
Christopher Wren’s genius should be com- 
paratively neglected, 'To recall public attention 
to the manifold beauties of St. Paul’s Cathedral 
(the last resting-place of Wellington and Nelson, 
be it mentioned), we print a carefully-finished 
Engraving of the superb new reredos. It will 
be admitted our Illustration is a piece of con- 
scientiously executed art-work not unworthy the 
decorative triumph represented.

The altar-screen, or **reredos," which the Dean 
and Chapter of St. Paul's have provided for the 
adornment of our great London Cathedral, was 
uncovered on Jan. 23, when there was a special 
religious service, in which the Bishop of London 
took part, with the Canons and Prebendaries. 
When this work was resolved upon, the design 
was intrusted to Messrs. Bodley and Garner, by 
whom it has been executed. Marble screens, of 
semicircular form, have been substituted, how- 
ever, forthe iron grilles at the sides origina!ly 
pee The design, of which we give an 

Illustration, consists of a basementagainst which 
the altar stands, with a small door-way on each 
side to give access to the apse behind. Over 
these doors, which are of pierced brass, 
are angels supporting shields of the crossed 
swords and keys, the arms of the diocese and 
St. Paul and St. Peter, flanked by seulptured 
ока оци of fruit and flowers, separated by marble 

anels. 

The total cost is stated to be nearly £37,000.

The general idea of the sculptured subjects is 
to express the incarnation and life of our Lord, 
beginning with the two figures at the extremities 
of the colonnade, which are those of the angel 
Gabriel and St. Mary, and represent the Annun- 
ciation.
